HE extent of the new literary move- 
ment in this country—started by us 
—is not fully understood. It is only a 
short time hence when we shall practi- 
cally control the entire literary output. 
We have succeeded in this by the liberal 
terms we offer to all new writers, by our 
broad sympathies and by our acquain 
tance with the needs of editors. 

Up to the present time, the authors of 
this country—more numerous than any 
other class—are about the only large body 
of citizens not thoroughly organized. 

It is only a question of a short time, 
however, before this condition will hb: 
remedied. 

A joke writers’ union has just been 
formed, under our supervision Here 
after joke writers will work only eight 
hours a day, and will take Sunday off. 
The rates for jokes will be uniform. We 
urge all joke writers who have not yet 
come in to do so at once. After the first 
of the month no jokes will be accepted 
by any editor from writers not having a 
union card. 

The American Association of Novel- 
ists is being organized, with headquarters 
in our office. The reforms in this field 
are evident. Our aim is: 

t. To have whatsoever novel written, 
no matter by whom, promptly published. 

2. All royalties in advance. 

This reform will do away with the 
great force of readers now employed by 
every publisher, and the saving will en- 
able them to publish every novel sub 
mitted, regardless of merit. It is a well 
known fact that many of our best novels 
were rejected first by numbers of pub 
lishers It is therefore estimated that 
among those rejected there must be an 
occasional one that will sell a hundred 
thousand copies or more, paying for all 
the others. 

This means a great impetus to the pub 
lishing trade. It means steady employ 
ment to a large number of writers. It
